adly, That the vacancies which ‘thall happen during the Parliaments, 
by the death or legal incapacity of any of the reprefentatives, fhall be 
filled op by the nomination of the Peer or Peers next in rotation, ac- 
cording to the above mentioned rule. of number, degree, and preced-n- 
cy; tlius, frppofing two vacancies to happen during the curveney of a 
septennial Parliament, the Duke and Marquis next in rotation to fill

‘Fhe Recorder did not make any motion this day for opening the 
gallery. He had fomething of greater importabce in view---the confi- 
deration of the petitions, and the redrefs of thofe grievances complain- 
ed of by the people. The Hotife had“pledged itéelf t&‘grant that 're- 
drefs; they had agreed with the people, that the influence of the 
Crown was too great, and that it ought confequently to be diminifhed. 
‘What had been hitherto done by the Houft to diminilhthat influence? 
Nothing; unlef& the pafling of the Contraétors Bill.. And fmall as 
might be the benefit arifing from that bill, the Lords had taken care 
to rob the people of it by fetting themfelves up as the beft quulified to 
judge who ought, and who ought not, to fig in the lower Houfe. ‘That 
it was neceflary and fit to. grant the-people fome redrefs, appeared 
clearly from the refolation of the Houfe of Commons on the 6th of 
April. How that redrefs could be obtained, was a fit fabjeét of enqui- 
ry. oer his part, he knew of no way fo effectual as with-holding the 
fupplies, until the petitions of the people were properly attended to.

No authentic advices having yet-arrived refpecting Charles- 
town, itis no wonder if fame, with her hundred tongues, en- 
deavours to gratify the public expectation, by fpreading 
frefh rumours on the fubjeét. In this light perhaps we are 
to regard @ report, of yelterday, which faid that the Achil- 
les privateer had fent in a prize to Weymouth, that brings 
the privateer’s journal, which mentions her having fpoke at 
fea with the Galatea armed thip, and was told by them that 
the Galatea had difpatches on beard from Sir Henry Clin- 
ton to Government, which cogtained the news that Charles- 
town was taken on the 7th of April, after a very great 
flaughter on both fides. As the flory was thus told with 
feemiag particulars, the reader will not wonder that it fhould 
meet with fome degree of credit. How far it may be founded 
in truth is impoffible at prefent to tell. The arrival of the 
Galatea, in-any of ‘our ports, will put the matter beyond 
doubt. In this ftate of fnfpenfe we thought ourfelves bound 
to lay it before the public, leaving it to time to confirm or 
deitroy it. 

Meffrs. Baller and Burmeiter received a letter by yefter- 
day's poft from Weymouth which mentions the above news ; 
and we alfo hear that the Minifter acknowledges to have re- 
ceived the like information, but not in fuch a manner as to 
depend upon the trath of it.

‘€ Sir George Rodney arrived at Barbadoes a few days 
fince with four fail of the line, a frigate, and a floop; in 
confequence of which we were immediately fent to him 
with difpatches from Admiral Parker. On our arrival there, 
we found Sir George much indifpofed on fhore with the 

out; his flag was thifted from the Sandwich on board a 
mall floop, as he had fent that thip along with the Ajax, 
Terrible, Montague, and Intrepid, on a cruize, in hopes 
_ of their intercepting a French fleet under convoy of four 
thips of the line, which were’ hourly expe&ed © Admiral 
Parker had likewife difpatched foar of his thips under Com- 
modore Collingwood to look out for the fame fleet to wind- 
ward of Martinico. ‘The Commodore faw a fleet, but on 
his approaching it, found -himfelf chaced by 14 French fail 
of the line, and fix frigates; the Commodore was therefore 
obliged to bear away, atid very narrowly efcaped lofing his 
fternmoft thip; but the night coming on the French Admi- 
ral made the fignal for all cruifers.. On the 22d we fell in 


’ with the Commodore, on our paflage back from Barbadoes, 


and joined him off St Lucia, where he reported this intelli- 
gence to Admiral Parker, who thereupon waited two days 
ia expectation of Sir George’s thips, Commodore Colling- 
wood having fent word to Barbadoes of the ftrong reinforce- 


- ment of the French ;, but probably they found it impoffible 


to-fetch that ifland, as we have yet had no tidings of them. 
Admiral’ Parker, on receiving our difpatehes from Sir 
George, ordered the whole fleet on the 23d into Grofs Iflet- 
bay, St Lucia, where we formed a line of battle at the 
mouth of the'river, our ftrength then confifting of 16 thips 
of the line, one 50; two frigates, and four floops. The next 
morning, 24th, we difcovered a, ltarge..flect. landing over 


* from Martinico, andjontheir nearer approach we could 


count from the ifland 25 fail of the line, 6 frigates and one 
floop. About aine o’clock our fignal.was: made from the 
look-out oa the ifland, that feveral fail were feen to wind- 
ward of the French Aget, which they toek for an Englith 
convoy of traniports, &e. that were expected down from Bar- 
badoes: this, as you may. fuppofe, fomewhat alarmed us, feeing 
the enemy matters of the feas, and two of their largeit fhips pref- 
fing upon our convoy. The Admiral immediately made the 
figual for al! Captains, when it was inftantly and uuanimoufly 
agreed to put to fea. Newer was there a moment of greater 
joy and exultation, than this refolution infpired through the 
whole fleet! Our anchors were. initantly flipt, and vothing 
furely could equal the beauty of-our fquadroa, with the Bri- 
‘tith colours flying. The morning was ferene, and. our fhip 


“lying to windward of the whole, gave us a molt agreeable 


and picturefque view of it. We had not been under weigh 
more than an hour and a half, when, to our utmoft alto- 
nifiment, we faw the whole of the French that were to 
windward, and nearly up with our tranfports, bear away; 
and foon leave us ia qniet poffeflion of our feet, of tran- 
{ports, &c. which coalifled of; 35. fail, with feveral regiments 
on board, convoyed..only by the Pegafus frigate, Captain 
Beafley. Their joy sat the fight of us may eafily be con- 
ceived. The Admiral now,made a figual for us to condu@ 
theny to Carnage Bay, fomewhat to leeward of Gros-Iflet, 





where we anchored with them all-fafe about two o’clock ; 
foon after which we warped them up to the farthe(t part of 
the bay. The 25th, the French fleet made their fecond ap- 
pearance, and came pretty near. us, but did not venture to 








fend any thing into us, not liking a fix and two gun bat- 









tery, ani the difpofition of the Greyhound and Pe 
gates at the mouth of the bay.” 

The French operations in the Welt Indies feew for the 
prefent to have received a check; and, by the laf accounts 
from Admiral Rodney, it appears to be the firm refoleriba’ 
of that brave Comniander, to ufe every means in his power 
in order to bring the French ‘to action.
